sale,  where  it  was  described  as  follows:  “Fine-12  in  terms  of  wear,  small 
edge  nicks;  the  obverse  has  been  wire  brushed  to  simulate  original 
surfaces,  the  reverse  is  somewhat  porous  and  the  “CA”  have  been  carefully 
removed  and  a  period  placed  after  the  “I”  instead.  The  work  was  carefully 
done,  and  the  coin  looks  quite  acceptable  except  for  the  unusual  combina¬ 
tion  of  a  Periods  obverse  with  an  “AMERI”  reverse.”  We  concur  with  their 
description  but  add  that,  despite  the  reworking,  this  is  a  very  attractive  coin.

HOSE”  above  “2"  above  “B.M.”  All  of  this  is  surrounded  by 
flowery  engraving  at  the  rims.  Solder  points  on  the  obverse  where  a  pin 
was  mounted.  Very  well  executed  and  attractive. 

468  International  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  Medal  struck  over  a  1900  Morgan 
Dollar,  with  much  of  the  undertype  still  visible  on  both  sides !  The  obverse 
shows  in  high  relief  a  collection  of  I.O.O.F.  symbols;  the  reverse  has  been 
turned  down  and  a  faint  outline  of  the  eagle  may  be  seen.  An  interesting, 
and  we  feel,  decidedly  rare  item.

We  are  always  impressed  by  nice  No  Motto  Half 
Eagles,  but  we  have  become  used  to  seeing  only  common  dates.  Thus,  it 
is  refreshing  to  see  one  of  the  tougher  dates  in  a  Mint  State  grade  with  which 
we  agree.  The  example  offered  here  is  deeply  lustrous,  with  full  satiny 
brilliance  on  both  sides.  The  strike  is  a  trifle  weak  on  the  eagle’s  breast, 
but  the  luster  across  it  is  complete  and  unbroken,  further  attesting  to  the 
lack  of  wear.  A  few  light  abrasions  are  noted  on  either  side,  but,  of  course, 
these  are  all  consistent  with  the  MS-63  grade.  Bright  yellow  gold  color.  An 
outstanding  coin  and  one  of  the  finest  we  have  seen  or  handled  of  the  date. 


508  1890-CC  MS  60/62.  A  few  light  scrapes  can  be  found  in  the  fields  but  this 
is  still  a  very  pleasing  coin  with  a  lot  of  vibrant,  original  frosty  luster.  The 
detail  of  the  highpoints  are  exceptionally  sharp  for  this  Carson  City  issue. 


INDIAN  HEAD  TYPE 


ATTRACTIVE,  MINT  STATE  1803  EAGLE 


512  1803  MS  63/63.  Full  frosty  luster,  bright,  semi-Prooflike  surfaces  and  a 
gorgeous  orange-gold  color  characterize  this  impressive  coin.  The  center¬ 
ing  is  superb  and  the  rims  are  unimpaired  by  bumps  or  repairs.  The  strike 
at  the  tip  of  the  bust  is  a  trifle  soft  as  well  as  on  some  of  the  stars  on  the  lower 
left  obverse,  and  of  course,  the  clouds  opposite  the  tip  of  the  bust  on  the 
reverse  are  also  weak  (opposite  high  points).

509  1908  MS  60/60.  Popular  first  year  of  issue  Type.  Lustrous,  but  a  bit  softly 
struck  on  the  eagle’s  wing  tip. 


LIBERTY  HEAD  TYPE 


510  1909-D  MS  62/62.  Lustrous  and  toned  in  an  attractive,  light  green  color. 
A  pair  of  marks  appear  on  the  obverse  between  the  stars  in  front  of  the 
Indian’s  mouth. 


LOVELY  1847  EAGLE 


RARE  PCGS  GRADED  1929  HALF  EAGLE 


511  1929  PCGS  Graded  MS-60.  Overall,  this  date  is  the  rarest  of  the  Indian

Light  obverse 
abrasions  but  no  serious  marks  are  noted. 
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515  1902-SMS  63/63.  Orange  gold  toning  rests  atop  nicely  preserved  surfaces. 

516  1903-0  MS  62/62.  A  nice.  Mint  State  example  of  this  scarce  and  very 
underrated  date.  Seldom  seen  in  conditions  above  EF! 


520  1857-S  MS  60/60.  Lightly  bagmarked  but  fully  lustrous  and  very  attractive. 
This  type  is  very  difficult  to  locate  in  true  Mint  State  conditions.  Therefore, 
this  piece  should  be  of  considerable  interest  to  both  the  date  and  Type 
collectors.

Kellogg  and  Co.  filled  a  coinage  void  in  the  period  between  when  the 
Assay  Office  closed  and  the  San  Francisco  Mint  began  full  operations.

A  TRUE  HISTORIC  AMERICAN  CLASSIC 


713  1792  Half  Disme,  Silver,  Judd-7,  Choice  Extremely  Fine+  to  Almost  Uncirculated-50.  A  truly  outstanding  example  of 
this  fabulous  American  coin.  Though  it  is  listed  as  a  pattern,  historical  records  seem  to  indicate  otherwise.  George 
Washington,  in  an  address  to  congress  in  1792,  shed  some  light  on  the  subject  of  light  dismes... "there  has  been  a  small 
beginning  in  the  coinage  of  half  dismes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation  calling  first  attention  to  them." 

This  particular  specimen  has  outstanding  sharpness  of  strike,  specially  noted  on  the  obverse  which  is  highlighted  by 
smooth  prooflike  surfaces.  The  color  is  a  perfect  gun-metal  blue  gray  with  slightly  lighter  high  points.  The  mirror  finish  is 
outstanding,  giving  the  impression,  at  first  glance,  that  this  piece  could  be  uncirculated.  Every  detail  is  sharp  and  clear.  The 
reverse  has  several  very  faint,  light  pin  scratches  but  these  are  hard  to  see  with  the  naked  eye.  Only  a  couple  of  very  minor 
ticks  are  noted  otherwise  on  this  exceptionally  clean  and  fabulously  pleasing  coin.  Barring  the  reverse  scrapes,  this  specimen 
is  every  bit  as  nice  as  others  we  have  seen  offered  at  figures  approaching  the  high  5-figure  range. 

This  piece  has  especially  pleasing  eye  appeal.  The  obverse  shows  abbreviated  "LIB.  PAR.  OF  SCIENCE  & 
INDUSTRY"  and  is  well  struck.  The  reverse  depicts  a  flying  eagle  and  the  inscription  "UNI.  STATES  OF  AMERICA" 
encircling  the  eagle,  with  "HALF  DISME"  and  a  small,  five  pointed  star  below.  The  few  minor  marks  seen  do  not  spoil  overall 
attractiveness  of  this  very  scarce  and  historically  important  early  American  silver  coin . (15,000-up) 

The  1792  Half  Dismes  were  not  patterns  but  actually  circulating  coinage.  Released  largely  loThomas  Jefferson  by  George  Washington  himself 
and  then  distributed  by  major  banks.  The  extent  of  the  circulation  of  the  wide  circulation  of  half  dismes  is  indicated  by  the  extensive  degree  of  wear 
found  on  most  specimens  known.  The  initial  delivery  of  half  dismes  on  July  13  th,  1792  consisted  of  1500  pieces.  A  second  striking  is  estimated  to 
have  been  fewer  than  500  pieces.  Today  very  few  pieces  are  known  to  exist  and  any  over  Fine  in  grade  are  considered  very  rare.

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ENCASED  POSTAGE 
STAMPS 


The  Civil  War  was  raging.  The  year  was  1862.  The  historic  battles  of 
Shiloh,  Bull  Run,  Antietam  and  between  the  Monitor  and  the  Merrimack  took 
place.  This  was  the  year  Julia  Ward  Howe  would  write  the  "Battle  Hymn  of  the 
Republic"  and  Congress  would  authorize  the  first  U.S.  Legal  Tender  notes. 
These  historic  and  traumatic  days  for  our  country  allowed  for  the  unique 

experiment  with  anew form  of  money Encased  Postage  Stamps.  One  potential 

method  to  help  expedite  the  distribution  of  small  change  when  a  crisis  in  our 
country  arose. 

On  August  12,1862  John  Gault  was  awarded  a  patent  to  "encase" 
postage  stamps  within  a  round  brass  holder  with  a  thin  layer  of  the  clear  mineral 
mica  over  the  face  of  the  stamp.  This  allowed  for  it's  official  use  (being  a 
combination  of  Postage,  Coin  and  Token )  as  Legitimate  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  As  we  know  today,  the  thirty  four  merchant  types,  and  the 
different  denominations  of  Encase  Postage  Stamps,  are  extremely  difficult  to 
locate.  Encased  Postage  Stamps  produced  but  for  a  short  four  month  period.  The 
Post  Office  Department  refused  to  sell  additional  quantities  of  stamps  to  Gault 
as  normal  use  shortages  were  occurring.  The  introduction  of  Postal  and 
Fractional  Currency  alleviated  the  burden  on  hard  coinage  and  it's  use  soon 
spelled  the  end  for  circulation  of  the  existing  Encased  Postage. 

Collectors  note . Two  major  new  reference  works  on  Encased 

Postage  Stamps  are  in  the  works!  Q.  David  Bowers  and  Michael  H odder  have 
sent  me  a  draft  of  their  new  paperback  price  guide  for  review.  This  book  will 
definitely  be  available  to  collectors  within  the  next  few  months  and  it  is  a  winner. 
The  final  details  and  editing  will  perhaps  be  completed  by  the  time  you  read  this 
information.  The  major  reference  work  by  Fred  Reed  continues  to  be  a  major 
disappointment.  Promised  several  years  ago,  Fred  was  even  given  a  $5,000 
grant  from  the  ANA.  to  expedite  the  publication.  To  date,  nothing  has  been 
heard  from  Mr.  Reed.  Both  the  Scott  Stamp  Catalog  and  the  Freidberg  paper 
money  book  will  revise  the  pricing  of  EPS.  We  understand  that  recent  market 
strength  will  allow  for  numerous  increases  to  be  posted.

Ay  the  Civil  War  raged,  the  need  for  immense  quantities  of  small  de¬ 
nomination  coinage  for  daily  commerce  transactions  emerged.  The  hoarding  of 
any  small  coinage  for  it's  "hard  money"  asset  value  depleted  all  resources. 
Encased  P ostage  Stamps  were  used,  but  they  were  only  a  fraction  of  what  was 
needed  and  they  appeared  in  spotty  locations.  The  need  was  great.  Another 
solution  had  to  be  found. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  General  Spinner,  recommended 
the  use  of  small  size  notes  designed  to  have  the  appearance  ofU.S.  Postage.  The 
"Postage  Notes  "  use  was  approved  by  act  of  Congress  on  July  1 7,1862 .  This  was 
only  to  be  the  first  of five  different  issues  and  designs  of  "Fractional  Currency" 
to  be  approved  and  issued  over  the  course  of  the  next  fourteen  years. 


The  following  Lots  represent  one  of  the  largest  consignments  of  hand 
selected,  Crisp  Uncirculated  Fractional  notes  to  be  offered  in  some  time.lt  is  our 
belief  that  a  new  boom  is  currently  underway  in  the  collecting  of  these  wonderful, 
small  notes.
